FEDERAL CONTROL EXISTS 


Assart* Thar* Ara Enough Laws Now 
Upon th# Statute Books and 
Their 
Judicious Application Is All That Is 
Deemed Necessary. 


New York, March 21.—E. H. H arrl 
Blan, in an Interview Just published', 
replies to statem ents credited to John 
D. Rockefeller, In which the latter de 
d ared 
against 
overcapitalization of 
railroads and other corporations and 
In favor of governm ent control of rail­ 
roads. 
Mr. H arrim an 
was 
asked wha! he 
thought of Mr. Rockefeller’s 
state­ 
m ent th at there should be Federal con 
trol of railroads, and replied: 
’‘There 
Is Federal control now. 
T hat arni of 
the governm ent to which is delegated 
the power for supervising railroads Is 
equipped with enorm ous responsibil­ 
ity. 
There are laws enough in the 
statute books now—far 
more 
than 
enough. 
All th at is necessary Is to 
have them judiciously and wisely ad 
m inistered. There is no need for su p 
plem ental supervision.” 
x 
When Mr. H arrim an was asked lf he 
thought the railroads were overeapi* 
talized he replied: 
No. 
You must re 
mem ber this is a wonderful country'. 
It has been made so by the enthusi­ 
asm, im agination and speculative bent 
of its sujHTbly capable people. 
There 
have been magnificent pioneers. They 
saw into the future and adapted their 
works to possibilities. 
There Is much 
to be developed In this country. Towns 
are growing like magic and Its people 
toiling Uke the Aladdin lamp of genii. 
Roads are not overcapitalized for the 
country and it* capabilities. Take any 
road—say the Pennsylvania. You have 
been over it. 
Did you ever notice the 
miles and miles of abandoned tracks? 
You have seen them 
at 
Crossings 
everyw here you go. 
Instead of that 
you now see straight lines with won 
derful ball uing. 
in counting 
your 
capltalizatlc « think of the money that 
has gone into abandoned lines, bridges 
and term inals. 
They m ust be consid­ 
ered part of the constructive cost, and 
when you take this in you will find 
th at you are not overcapitalised. 
“Now. take the 
dividend 
m atter. 
There are not a great many roads in 
the country paying 6 per cent divi­ 
dends. 
Look at the m atter in this 
light: 
A man who takes preferred se­ 
curity m ust be content with sm aller 
Interest returns. 
Suppose your bonds 
return 3 or 3 1-2 per cent—your pre­ 
ferred stock 4 or 5. 
Now', take your 
average dividend and you find you are 
not overcapitalized.”

“He doesn't know a thing about it, 
judge.

INCOME M ORTGAGING. 


Internal Improvements Committee In 
Favoreble te Meaeure. 
Austl*. March 21.—The senate com­ 
mittee on internal Im provements has 
made a favorable report on Senator 
B arrett’s bill, draw n by the railroad 
companies. Intended to present rail 
roads from pledging thH r Income or 
m ortgaging It for any purpose. 
At present income has been pledged 
In order to raise funds to secure new 
and more equipment. 
The railroads 
fought the bill In the committee. 
Senator Skinner has introduced a 
bill providing for the working of all 
short term convicts on the public roads 
of Texas. 
It provides a system for tjio 
distribution and work of the convicts 
The senate committee on educational 
affaire bas reported favorably the bill 
lo require the teaching of elementary 
agriculture in all public schools except 
In the independent school districts con 
talnlng a scholastic population of 3OC 
or more. 
The senate committee on state af 
fairs favorably reported house bill pro­ 
viding for the establishm ent of an in­ 
stitution for the feeble-minded of the 
state.

WONDERFUL ESCAPE. 


Locomotive Rolls Over Engineer, but 
Does Not Kill Him. 
Antonio, 
Colo., 
?farch 
21.—E ast­ 
bound Denver and Rio G rande passen­ 
ger train No. 116, running between 
Durango and this place, left the track 
at a curve between Osier and Toltec 
gorge three miles west of here, and 
the thirty-five passengers had a mi 
raculoua escape from death. 
Tho en­ 
gine and tender rolled down an em ­ 
bankm ent 200 feet to the bottom of 
the chasm. 
Ab the coaches left the 
track several turned completely over 
and the rest alighted on their sides. 
The engine crew jumped in order to 
save their lives and Engineer Smith 
rolled down the em bankm ent. He was 
overtaken by the engine, which passed 
over his body in its wild flight to the 
foot of the em bankm ent. That he was 
not crushed to death Is Incomprehen­ 
sible. 
As it is, he is quite badly in­ 
jured, but It is not believed fatally so. 
All passengers were more or less hurt, 
but none seriously.

Endeavored to Make a More Impor­ 
tant Demonstration Than Ever. 
London, March 21.—Th® woman suf­ 
fragists attem pted W ednesday a dem­ 
onstration raid on parliam ent more 
and more num erous than any of their 
previous efforts. 
The police, howev­ 
er, had tim ely warning, and made prep 
aratlons th at resulted In making the 
dem onstration som ewhat Ineffective. 
The only result was some am using dis­ 
orderly scuffles and the arr® it of near­ 
ly seventy suffragists, who w ere at 
once liberated on ball. 
Previous to the dem onstration an 
* indignation meeting, which was larg- 
ly attended by the so-called "suffrag­ 
ist*” and th eir friends, was held at 
Caxton hall, where the speakers de­ 
nounced the house of commons for 
stifling the Dickinson woman suffrag­ 
ist bills. 
The raid was led by Lady B arber­ 
ton, who was assisted by the most 
prom inent women who took part In 
the previous raids. The women drove 
up in wagons, and after prom enading 
j before the 
houses 
of 
parliam ent, 
, stormed the entrance of the house of 
commons, where the police reinforce­ 
ments, draw n up for the occasion, 
awaited the onslaught and drove the 
women back. 
After this first rebuff 
the women made a second determ ined 
attem pt to penetrate the polio cordon, 
but all ti little purpose. In accordance 
with instructions, the ploeie employed 
against the women as little force as 
possible. 
At a late hour the suffragists re 
assembled at Caxton hall, and amid 
the greatest enthusiasm passed a res­ 
olution to send another deputation to 
the prem ier and renewed their dem­ 
on strationg before parliam ent. 
Ac­ 
cordingly another 
move 
was 
made 
against the house of commons, and 


J the disorderly scenes were repeated 
on a sm aller scale, and several fur­ 
ther arrests were made. 


Companies Under It Required to In­ 
vest Forty Per Cent. 
Austin, March 21.—The senate com 
m ittee reported a substitute for the 
Robertson insurance bill. which pass­ 
ed the house some days ago. The sub­ 
stitute bill was w ritten by Judge Rob 
ertson himself, and he thinks it re­ 
moves every reasonable objection that 
the insurance men have urged against 
the original measure. 
Perhaps 
the 
m ost 
conspicuous 
change is th at the fire insurance com 
panies are required to invest 40 per 
cent instead of 75 per cent of the re­ 
serve arising from Texas business 
and to deposit only 20 per cent of the 
reserve. 
A nother change is th at it 
Includes mutual life insurance com­ 
panies, which w ere om itted from the 
original bill by inadvertence, it Is 
said. 


TO AVERT STRIKE.

be for five hundred years to come. 


Thousands of them, yea tens of 
thousands, are head hunters, can­ 
nibals and savages of the worst and 
lowest type, yet the laboring peo­ 
ple of America and all classes jhere 
are being taxed to carry the bless­ 
ings of free government to a lot of 
barbarians running half naked in 
swamps and waylaying and mur­ 
dering American soldiers. 


For all the millions spent not 
ten per cent has come back 
in 
profit. 
No more absurd, unprofit­ 
able, criminal 
waste of the Peo­ 
ple’s money ever stained the cal­ 
endar of a nation. 


A s wickedly inexcusable as is 
the financial waste, it is even of 
less moment than is the departure 
from and violation of the princi­ 
ples of free republican government. 
The Hon. John S. W ise of V ir­ 
ginia, in 
his recently published 
“ Treatise on 
Am erican 
Citizen­ 
ship.’ ’ deals with the question in a 
most interesting way. 


He shows that the difference be­ 
tween state and territorial citizen­ 
ship is only in name, but there can 
be no such progressive develop­ 
ment and rapid growth to indpend- 
ence of federal supervision in our 
insular possessions. 


Not only must our naval power 


from this practice of strong gov­ 
ernment upon our alien subjects 
will not be greater than any bene­ 
fit which we are likely to bestow 
upon them .” 
T hey have to accept what the 
United States chooses to give them, 
for, as Mr. W ise says, the govern­ 
ment is as to them a benevolen t 
and well-meaning despot, who fixes 
a standard of right 
and 
wrong 
from a viewpoint altogether differ­ 
ent from what the islanders ever 
heard of.

and politically, as 
business or as politics, the keeping 
of the Philippines is inexcusable 
folly, more especially 
because if 
Japan or sodfc other nation were
